CHAPTER VII 
Cathedral of San Giusto 


Cathedral of San Giusto situated on an eminence in the old part of’ 
the town, was built on the site of an ancient Roman temple, part of the 
foundation and columns of which are still visible by the tower. The pre- 
sent building was formed in the 14th century by the union of three adja- 
cent buildings of the 6th century, an early Christian basilica, a baptistry 
and a small byzantine church with a dome. The facade is adorned 
with three bronze busts of bishops. To the right and left of the door 
are six busts in relief from ancient Roman tombs. Most of the interior 
is whitewashed.

Dome, symbolic of Rome where 
the Assembly was held. 

Aesculapeus: the Caduceus was 
his rod and symbol. In Roman 
mythology he was the God of medi- 
cine, identified with the Greek 
Ascelepius. In Homer Ascelepius, 
is a mortal here, a physician; 
later he is the god of healing, and 
medicine, son of Apollo, slain by 
Zeus for attaining such skill that 
he raised the dead to life. 

The Colosseum covers six acres 
and is 1/3 of a mile in circumfer- 
ence. The height of the external 
walls is more than 150 feet. Em- 
peror Vespasian commenced it, 
and eight years later Titus, on his 
return from the conquest of Jerusa- 
lem opened it. This inaguration 
lasted 100 days, during which 5000 
beasts were slain in its games, and 
naval contests were held, 80 AD. 

It was the scene of the martyr- 
dom of Christians during the 2nd 
and 3rd centuries. For 300 years it 
was used for gladiatorial combat. 
10,000 well fed gladiators, skilled 
in weapons, were kept in readiness 
for the amusement of the public. 

After long abandonment it was 
used as a fortress in the middle 
ages, and as an arena for bull 
fights. From the 15th to the 17th 
centuries it was used as sort of 
quarry to supply building material 
for churches and palaces, such as 
the Barberini, Parnese, the Can- 
celeria, and the Palazzo Venetia.

$30,000 Robbery 
At S8.P.A. Meet 


A daring early evening robbery 
at the Hillsborough Hotel, Tampa, 
Fla. scene of the 59th annual con- 
vention and exhibition of the So- 
ciety of Philatelic Americans, had 
conventioners agog. 

Victim of the theft was Lambert 
W. Gerber, Tamaqua, Pa. stamp 
dealer who had staged the conven- 
tion auction Friday evening August 
14. The loss was variously esti- 
mated as being between $30,000 
and $35,000 and consisted of auction 
lots which had been the subject of 
successful bids by mail clients. 

Floor bidders had paid for and 
removed their material at the end 
of the sale. 

Lots for the mail clients had been 
taken to his hotel room at the close 
of the auction by Mr. Gerber pend- 
ing his subsequent mailing of them. 
It was while he was away at dinner 
that the robbery occurred. 

Tampa police were immediately 
called in upon discovery of the 
crime. No arrests had been made 
by late Saturday afternoon August 


15. 

Mr. Gerber advises that those 
persons who placed the material in 
his hands for sale are fully pro- 
tected by insurance since each of 
his sales are fully covered against 
loss of any kind.

A great rough-and-ready fighter, 
who always carried a pear]-handled 
six-gun at his hip—and got things 
done. May he rest in peace. 





The foregoing is a transcript of 
more than four decades of the ar- 
my life of ‘‘Georgie’’ Patton, the 
hectic and unaccountable one, as 
I wrote it into my albums sbortly 
after his death. 

Since that time, historians and 
biographers have come up with end- 
less pages of fact and near facts, 
surmises, theories about the man, 
his supposed likes and dislikes— 
and of course, some choice anec- 
dotes. The following items have 
been picked at random from many 
books: 


From his earliest youth, young 
Patton swam, rode on horses, took 
long hikes and performed a dozen 
other tasks in order to keep himself 
physically fit in body and soul— 
in later years he made it a verit- 
able fetish insofar as he personally 
was concerned. As a result, when 
the Committee announced a new 
Modern Pentathlon for the Olym- 
pic Games to be held in Sweden 
in 1912, Patton was chosen as the 
entry of the U. S. Army for this 
series in Stockholm. 

He went into immediate train- 
ing, and took his task so earnestly 
that his weight dropped in six 
weeks from 190 to 153 pounds—

and so he entered into the various 
events in the Fifth Olympic Games 
—fit as a fiddle, but nervous as a 
cat. The first eveni was target 
shooting with a pistol, with twelve 
seconds allowed to fire twenty 
shots into a target 27 yards away. 

After it was all over, he had col- 
lected 150 points out of a possible 
200—not good enough. 

Next day, determined to make 
good in the 300-meter swimming 
event, he worked himself to the 
point of exhaustion, and had to be 
fished out of the pool with a boat 
hook just as he reached the finish 
line, in seventh place. Not bad, but 
again not good enough. 

Patton had always ‘been a good 
swordsman. In the fencing event 
the following day, he won his first 
two matches against a Dane and a 
famous French blade, but in the 
final tally he lost six of his.twenty- 
six duels and placed fourth. 

The. next day, mounted on a 
strange Swedish cavalry horse, 
Patton entered the 5000-meter 
cross-country ride, over a gruel- 
ing course criss-crossed with drain- 
age ditches and other unfamiliar

CORONATIONS 1953. The Eliza- 
beth Coronation stamps are in de- 
mand and popular. Many dealers 
are unable to supply complete 
sets. The prevailing retail price is 
about $7.50 although some dealers 
are advertising same at higher 
prices. It appears that the new is- 
sue price of about $7.50 will not go 
lower, but may advance. 

AUSTRALIA. The Elizabeth Cor- 
onation set of three values is get- 
ting scarce, especially the two 
shilling value, without which the 
set is not complete. Fyndem in 
Stamp Collecting (London) picks 
this two shilling stamp used as the 
“Good Fynd”’ of the week. 

GEORGE VI. The popularity of 
all Queen Elizabeth stamps in gen- 
eral and the coronations in parti- 
cular, has resulted in a large de- 
mand for all George VI stamps, 
especially the 1937 coronations. 

NEW ZEALAND. The numbers 
sold of the 1952 Health stamps are 
as follows: 

144d plus %d — 5,565,181. 

2d plus 1d — 6,303,561. 

NEW ZEALAND will issue, on 
December 14, two stamps to com- 
memorate the Royal Visit. The val- 
ues will be 3 pence and 4 pence.

Albums Delight 
“Plate Blockers” 


If there ig one problem which 
plagues the collector more than 
any one other it is that of mount- 
ing his plate number blocks. How 
to.mount them safely, perferably 
without hinges, and in a way so 
they can be easily checked and 
seen isn’t a simple process to 
most “plate blockers.” 

In fact, accomplishing all the 
above in just one album and one 
operation, wasn’t too possible be- 
fore the introduction of the ‘‘Four- 
square Plate Block Album.” Said 
album is a product of, and sold by 
K. Bileski, Winnipeg, Canda. 

Mr. Bileski has to date prepared 
a total of twelve albums which 
will take modern United States and 
Canadian plate blocks in either 
matched sets, or single blocks.

Concerning A New U.S. Catalog 


Some little comment has reached our office concerning a new U. S. 
Perhaps the most important point has been brought out by a 
letter from Mr. G. Morgan Hall of Grand Rapids, Mich. It is not a 
mew point, but the one that comes up most often when any proposal 
pa 5 pga for a new catalog is made. Mr. Hall says, 
“But regardless of any other innovations 
he may contemplate, urge him not to devise 
‘a new numbering system, or a new set of 
numbers. Such a change would produce 
chaos for which I am confident he would 
receive a negative blessing from the entire 
philatelic world.” 

That we agree with. However there are 
some reasons in support of a new catalog. 
Britain has others than the great Gibbons 
catalog. There is more than one catalog in 
other countries as well. Scott Publications 
has had a monopoly on the business for 
many years. Perhaps some competition 
would bring better catalogues. Perhaps 
some competition would bring a catalog at 
a lower price which would mean greater 
circulation and would help the hobby. 
Speaking only of U. S. Catalogs we now 
have the Scott Specialized, plus the new 
re wm simplified dollar edition. = ~~ book 

a is the key to the whole problem. For some 

Coane ©. Sa years H. E. Harris & Co., have been pro- 
ducing a catalog comparable to this new dollar issue. 

We believe that the circulation of the Harris catalog is far greater 
than the Scott book. Reason, the very low price at which Harris prices 
his catalog. This is a vital matter.. We believe Scott made a mistake 
apres this new catalog at one dollar. It should not have been over 

and perhaps not over 25c. This latter figure would most likely pay 
Lc apepergery and at a 25c price it would have had a circulation several 

es what it will get under the dollar price and what we need most 
to help the young stamp collector is a catalog within his reach. 

If a new catalog will help the Hobby then we are for it. There is 
a@ tremendous need for a low priced catalog for the young collector as 
well as an honest booklet that will tell him what he should know in an 


honest. way. 


It Would Help Reduce The Deficit 


We wonder if it has ever occurred to our own Post Office Officials 
that we need a new set of stamps. The Presidentials have been in use 
for a good many years. They are of course an attractive interesting 
issue but even so there are sound reasons why we need a new issue. 

Right now the British Government seems in a mad hurry to gather 
American dollars as well as coins from any other source. Colony after 
colony with no more total population than a good sized country town 
here in America is putting out high value postage stamps. Stamps 
with a face value of from two to ten times higher than any stamps they 
have been using for the past few years. Such stamps are not needed 
even with world monies in the shape they are. It appears to we stamp 
collectors as a simple and easy plan to get a heap of extra dollars. The 
cost of a-plate for a ten shilling stamp is not greater than the cost of a+ 
plate for a one penny stamp and the cost of printing is the same, but 
what a difference in the profit for a small colony that has little or no‘ 
use for such stamps. 

Over here we have been three-cented to death with commemora- 
tive after commemorative until we are getting pretty well fed up with 
such things too, 

As we have said, the Presidentials are old enough, lets have some- 
thing new. There are two courses:‘open either one of which would be 
welcomed by American collectors. 

Either give us a commemorative issue in a set with values running 
wp to as high as 50c or even a dollar. A handsome set of this size 
would be a far better buy for us than British Colonials. 

Better still, why not come forth with one of these sets that were 












frequently rumored in the past. A set glorifying the great country ‘in*/ lds ‘retuth ‘postage from the Phil- 


which we live, in effect a peace set. The world wants peace. Let us 
set aside stamps glorifying war for the time being. Give us a set” 
showing the greatness of America in Agriculture, Mining, Manufactur- 
ing, Oil Production, Automobile Transportation by pleasure car or 
truck or bus, Aviation, Shipping, Railroading, and many other of the 
great things for which we are the acknowledged world leaders. 

Such an issue would serve as a peace issue and would carry to all 
ports of the world as a message that would sell America to the whole 

rid.

“ Each mail brings me newspaper 
clippings which thoughtful readers 
have sent, and all of which have 
adverse criticism for the Post Of- 
fice Department, its stamps, stamp 
designs, and events for which they 

issued. 

att seems as though it has be- 
come fashionable for editors and 
writers to poke their “dipped pens 

at Uncle Samuel’s mail monopoly. 

For months and years while the 
Democrats controlled things this 
column praised and condemned 
them as the occasion warranted, 
and it must be confessed that from 
where I sit, the latter was more 
often merited than the former. 

The stamp program in recent 
years has come to be a tcol of 
cheap and tawdry politics and not 
the fine thing of national expres- 
sion it could so well be.

I'll probably be accused of anti- 
this ’n that, and various prejudices, 
all of which exist neither in my 
mind or heart. 

The Jewish people have offered 
no more than other segments to 
the growth and well-being of our 
nation. They have contributed like 
others have contributed, they have

the announcement of the first 
stamp in the set with a September 
5 first day of issue. : 

It will be a 10 ore green depict- 
ing the large rune-stone, the Jel- 
lingstone, as representative of the 
first century of the 900-1000 mil- 
lenary to be remembered. 





The Jellingstone, located a cou- 
ple of miles northwest of Veile on 
Jutland, has many runes telling of 
the Viking King Harald’s far from 
peaceful exploits. Viggo Bang de- 
signed the stamp, Bent Jacobsen 
was responsible for the engrav- 
ing. 

During the next few years this 
first item will be followed with an 
additional nine released from time 
to time. Each will be inscribed 
appropriately and will picture an 
image characteris.ic of the cen- 
tury of designation. 

Each stamp in the series will 
have identical frames with but the 
millenary years changing. They 
will be 1% times the size of the 
current regular postage issue, 
printed on unwatermarked paper 
in sheets of 50 by the Post Office 
Printery. 

SWEDEN. The ‘Telegraph in 
Sweden though a government of- 
fice operates as a separate unit 
from the Post Office Department. 
However the latter is preparing 
two commemoraiives for the for 
mer’s centenary which occurs on 
November 1. 

Other than the bare announce- 
ment of the stamps, no other de- 
tails have been given. 

SWEDEN. July 1, 1855 saw the 
first Swedish stamps issued. The 
centenary will be celebrated with 
an international philatelic exhibi- 
July 1955. 

It is to be regretted that it is 
thought necessary to finance this 
stamp festival with the surtax 
from one or more semipostals an- 
nounced by the Post Office Depart- 
ment. No further details have been 
released. 

PLEASE. A number of readers 
of this column have written to me 
on various matters in which I am 
always happy to cooperate if at 
all possible. However, very few 
have sent along any form of Ppay- 
ment for the stamps used to mail 
replies back to them. 

I know you do not have Swedish 
stamps to send me for return pos- 
tage, but if you will send a nicely 
centered mint block of commems, 
that will help reduce my postage 
bill which is becoming quite size- 
able answering your inquiries, 

STAMP HINGING. This matter 
has always been of interest and 
concern to collectors. The hinging 
of mint stamps has quiie an effect 
on the value of a collection. If 
done poorly, the worth can be re- 
duced; if well, where the hinge 
peels without any sizeable mark 
on the gum, the value can be en- 
hanced. 

Hinging should also be carried 
out with the thought of keeping 
the stamps undamaged in the al- 
bum as the pages are turned. 

If the hinge is applied so that a

small part of it shows above the 
top edge of the stamp it is un- 
sightly and gives the stamp an op- 
portunity to swing out as the 
page is turned, causing, perhaps, 
a bent or folded one. 

if the hinge is applied just about 
one-sixteenth of an inch below the 
top of the stamp the swinging is 
controlled to some _ extent. If 
placed in the center of the stamp 
the stamp is held firmly and close 
to the page. 7 

However, some collectors like to 
have their stamps hinged in such 
a manner so that the stamp can 
be raised for inspection of its 
back, or for the purpose of adding 
a note beneath it. I am one of 
them, and I believe I have evolved 
a system which permits viewing of 
the back, and at the same time 
eliminates the potential damage 
when a page is turned. 

The hinge is applied on the left 
edge, in the center, and just past 
the perforations, so the hinge will 
not show. This permits lifting the 
stamp without damage, and also 
provides for the laying of it against 
the page when it is turned.

obstacles. 


and Georgie Patton rated in sixth 
place. 

Then came his last chance to 
redeem himself — the 4000-meter 
run, to start at the stadium and 
after leading through two and a 
half miles of broken country, to 
again wind up at the stadium. De- 
termined to win this event or bust, 
our hero again overdid it; it was 
a blazing hot day—several runners 
were prostrated and one of them 
died. Patton just managed to stag- 
ger in, half a mile behind the win- 
ner, and then fainted dead away in 
front of the royal box of Gustavus 
Vv 


In the final summary, Patton had 
placed fifth among 43 contestants 
in the Modern Pentathlon. He won 
no cups, no medals, but he had 
accomplished wha few other men 
could boast of—he had met some 
twoscore of the best all-round ath- 
letes in the civilized world—and 
had given them a good run for 
their money. 


In 1916 Patton was stationed at 
Fort Bliss in Texas when the so- 
called Mexico incident occurred— 
some 400 irregulars, or brigands, 
raided Columbus, New Mexico, 
supposedly led by that thorn in 
our side, Francisco (Pancho) Vil- 
la, from across the border. The 
mounted raiders raced through the 
little outpost town, burning the 
Commercial Hotel and some other 
buildings, and killing several Amer- 


-{ican civilians. 


“Well, Bee,” said Georgie Pat- 
ton to his ever-loving wife, ‘‘I guess 
I’ be starting now on a trip I 
can’t take you along on. Surely, 
the State Department can’t ignore 
those cocky s. 0. b.’s down there 
any longer, with what we’ve got 
here, ready for them.’ And he 
pointed out the window, where a 
veritable city of canvas stretched 
as far as man could see. 

Patton was right. Next day, 
General Pershing received orders 
to immediately organize a punitive 
expedition to follow Villa into Mex- 
ico and avenge the wanton at- 
tack. But Patton’s beloved 8th Cav- 
alry was slated to stay behind. 
Doggone, he wanted to be where 
fighting loomed and not sit home 
on his pratt. 

So by hook or crook (we imagine 
mostly crook) he hornswoggled ol’ 
Black Jack Pershing into taking 
him along as an aide ‘‘on special 
service:”” And true to his word, he 
saw to it that General Pershing 
never regretted his choice. 
Sometime later, deep in the heart 
of Mexico, Patton was detailed to 
forage for corn and other fodder 
for the horses. He started out with 
one Corporal and three men, plus a 
civilian interpreter, in three Dodge 
touring cars, and by noon had con- 
tracted for a considerable amount 
of grain and other fodder. 

Deciding on one more try, they 
approached a good-sized house 
with battlemented roof. To their 
surprise, three mounted horsemen 
burst out of the gate and fled down 
the road, shooting as they went. 
Ah, this was it. Patton unlim- 
bered his famous pear]-handled 
gun and fired a quick shot, wound- 
ing one of the escapees and with 
another shot, downed one of the 
horses. His men did the rest and in 
short order the detail had three 
dead Mexicans on their hands. 
With quick decision, Patton or- 
dered the three bodies strapped on 
the car’s fenders, just as deer- 
hunters up north bring back their 
prize; and so they ran the gaunt- 
let in little nearby towns and con- 
tinued on until the cars stopped 
where Patton reported ‘‘Mission 
accompished, sir—also nave three 
dead Mexicans out front.” 

As it turned out, one of the killed 
was General Cardenas, one of Vil- 
la’s top henchmen. 

So Pershing immediately raised 
him to first lieutenant, after which 
little Georgie sat down to carve 
two notches into his gun. Anent his 
famous guns, and his sometime 
nickname of ‘“Two-Gun Pete’ in 
those earlier days he seems to have 
carried but one gun, an oldtime 
Colt frontier pistol which always 
remained his favorite weapon of 
defense. 

Later, in full dress and often ‘‘on 
parade,” his pictures show him 
with two holstered guns at his 
hips—the second gun was supposed- 
ly a regulation Army .45 auto- 
matic to which he, himself, had the 
pearl handles added. 

When Congress voted for war 
against Germany on account of her 
unrestricted U-boat warfare 
against neutral ships, we had a 
standing army of 130,000 men, plus 
67,000 National Guardsmen, some 
of whom were being transported 
overseas, to form the nucleus of 
the American Expeditionary force. 
Patton, impatient to get into actu- 








ants managed to finish the course> 


al fighting, asked, ‘‘What’s delay- 
ing us? Why do we have to wait 
until the whole goddam United 
states is under arms? Some of ws 
are ready to fight now.” 

A few days later he received or- 
ders to appear before General 
Pershing in Washington, who was 
designated as commander of the 
A.E.F, 

“Captain Patton,” said the Gen- 
eral, “how would you like to com- 
mand my headquarters troops?’’ 

Holy cow—Captain Patton—an- 
other promotion—and commander 
of the boss’s Palace Guard. Things 
sure were looking up for the boy 
who had always loved to play at 
war. 

Georgie rushed back home to 
pack his beloved Bee and two 
daughters off to Pride’s Crossing 
and then set about selecting the 
men for his troop—the best horse- 
men he could find in the 5th Ca- 
valry at Fort Meyer—though their 
mastery of horsemanship was to 
be of little avail in this new kind 
of war. 

And it wasn’t in the cards for 
Patton to face the enemy astride a 
horse—his was to be another kind 
of a mount this time. The tanks 
were just coming into warfare. 
They were heavy, clumsy things 
that traveled only abut two miles 
per hour—but they stopped Mauser 
bullets and could cross ditches, 
and Georgie became so enamored 
of their use in battle that Pershing 
upped him to _lieutenant-colonel 
and named him commander of the 
American Tank Corps, although 
there were no U.S. tanks in Europe 
until after the Armistice wae 
signed. 

But he and some of his ‘‘corps”’ 
made a few forays in 144 tanks 
borrowed from the French army— 
during which doings he received 
a burst of machine-gun fire in his 
thigh and thereby became a battle 
casualty, 


In World War II, he was placed 
in charge of cleaning up in North 
Africa, where Rommel’s hordes 
were running wild across the plains 
of Tunisia. General Eisenhower 
cabled him, “Dear Georgie—Al 
giers has been ours for two days, 
Oran defenses are crumbling rap- 
idly, the only tough nut left to 
crack is up to you.” Signed IKE. 

And a tough nut he found it to 
be. The defending U. S. forces and 
also any British and French troops 
were widely scattered and _ thor- 
nughly disorganized. The heat on 
the desert was almost unbearable 
and the troops were down in the 
mouth and wishing for home, to 
say the least. Patton’s first morale 
booster came with his order that 
very able-bodied man must shave 
each morning, get a haircut at 
least once each week, and keep 
his clothes in as neat order as 
possible—even as he himself did 
each day. 

This boost in morale seems to 
have helped, and it 
long before Rommel’s army had 
been pushed back—some into the 
actual sea—while their ‘‘big shot’’ 
fled across the Mediterranean and 


back to Germany—and all the fight- | 


ing men and the liberated peoples 
in Africa hailed Patton as their 
hero and the saviour of their bod- 
es and souls. 

And it was but a repeat perform- 
ance in Sicily, at Palermo and up 
the coast of Italy, until he was or 
dered to Central Europe by Gen 
eral Eisenhower. 


General Patton was absolutely

couple of hundred thousands of 
those krauts.” 

The chaplain demurred. “Ht is 
not in the realm of theology to 
pray for something to help kill 
your fellow man,” he declared. 
Patton turned on him in amaze- 
ment. ‘“‘What the hell do you think 
you are, a theologian or an officer 
of the United States Third Army?” 
he asked. “I want that prayer, and 
damn quick.” g 

He got it, just before Christmas, 
and the General had it printed on 
thousands of Yule cards, with his 
personal greetings on the reverse 
side. The card read: ‘Almighty 
and most merciful Father, we 
humbly beseech Thee, of Thy 
great goodness, to restrain these 
immoderate rains with which we 
have to contend. Grant us fair 
weather for battle. Graciously hear- 
ken to us as soldiers who call upon 
Thee, that armed with Thy pow- 
er, we may advance from victory 
to victory and crush the oppres- 
sion and wickedness of our ene- 
mies, and establish Thy justice 
among men and nations. Amen.” 

Patton sent the cards as a Merry 
Christmas greeting to every offi- 
cer and soldier in the Third Army 
—and verily, the rain stopped, the 
planes took off, Patton’s army 
started rolling again, and the sal- 
ient was flattened out. His ad- 
vances had woided any further dan- 
ger from the Bulge saved the Am- 
erican and British armies from be- 
ing separated and cut off from 
each other. Most ot his final ma- 
neuvering took place in Belgium 
and Luxembourg, in which coun- 
tries, as everywhere, he became 
the hero of the wat 


The war over, he was resting 
in Luxembourg waiting further as- 
signment, possibly back to the Uni- 
ted States—when on December 9. 
1945, his number, about which he 
had boasted throughout- a lifetime, 
came up. To while away the time 
he and some friends set out that 
morning for a day of pheasant 
shooting at Mannheim, sixty miles 
south of his headquarters at Bad 
Nauheim. 

Not far out, an army truck cut 
across the front of Patton’s lirnou 
sine and the two vehicies crashed. 
The General’s driver and his hunt- 
ing partner escaped serious in- 
jury, but Patton was hurled against 
the front seat, and suffered a bro- 
ken neck. He was rushed immedi- 
ately to the American Hospital at 
Heidelberg and Mrs. Patton was 
flown from the United States to his 
bedside. 

For twelve days that tough old 


'man of battle fought against the 


paralysis which made a leaden 
thing of his fine body. But a lung 
infection was added to the paraly 
sis, and that was one thing that the 
old warrior had not learned to con- 
quer, 

He died peacefully in his sleep 
with his ever-loving Bee by his 
side. It was December 21. The 
words Patton uttered when he felt 
the hand of Death upon him were 
brief and to the point. Said he, 
“This is a hell of a way to die.’ 

Same old rough-and-ready to the 
very end. 

They buried him in the U. S. Mil- 
itary Cemetery at Hamm in Lux 
embourg—under the same plain 
wooden cross bearing the typical 
name, rank and serial number as 
the buddies all around him, ex 
cept that in his case four golden 
stars were added, and 3rd Army. 
And there he lies today, and will 
continue to lie, at his own final 


fearless and a thorough fatalist,|Teauest. We hope he has found 


believing that nothing could harm 
him personally until ‘‘his day came 
up.” While waiting at the docks 
in England for trans-shipment of 
his personal goods to France, and 
noticing a goodly crowd gathering 
about his shiny Cadillac, com- 
plete with all insignia, his person- 
al flags, and upholstered in bright- 
est red leather, he felt a touch of 
the old showmanship once again. 
Stepping inside’ his ‘‘battle-wagon’’ 
and onto the red cushions, he made 
an impromptu speech to the 
crowd, which ended with the re 
mark that “if no one else has the 
guts to do so, he, personally, would 
drill that s.0.b. paper-hanger’s 
hide full of bullet holes as soon as 
he got to Berlin.” 

Cheers! 

In France, General. Eisenhower 
put him in command of our famous 
Third Army, which was just then 
experiencing the agony of the Bat- 
tle of the Bulge, under von Rund- 
stedt’s clever strategy. What was 
needed to counteract this setback 
was Allied air support in great 
quantity but all planes were 
grounded at the flying fields ‘by 
continual and continued rains and 
heavy fog. 

After waiting impatiently for 
many days, Georgie Patton sent 
for one of the Third Army chap- 
lains. “I want a prayer to stop 
this rain,” he told the man of God.

Denominations and designs are 
20 filler bicycle racing 3f swim- 
ming, 40f gymnastics, 5Of Ciscus 
throwing, 60f wrestling — all regu- 
lars; 80f water ball, 1 Forint box 
ing, 2Ft. soccer, 3Ft track, 5Ft the 
stadium. . 

According to the Hungaria Stamp 
Exchange of Utica N.Y. Mungary 
is to release a new po:tage due set 
in August consisting of 18 values 
with a face of 18Ft. They com 
memorate the first postage dues of 
530 years ago and picture this first 
stamp in the design which is com- 
mon to each. 

Also, from the same source, is 
the news that stamps of the ‘‘Build 
ings” series have had a face lift 
ing in that the denominations of 
8, 12, 2, W. #@ and & filler re- 
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nain the same as before but that 
they have had new buildings ‘‘con- 
structed”’ on their faces.

The 25 and 
60 lire stamps show the American 
and European continents joined by 
a rainbow. 

NEW CALEDONIA — Four de- 
signs have been selected for the 
new issue marking the 100th anni- 
versary of French “presence”’ in 
the islands. 1.50fr will portray Ad- 
miral Bruni d’Entrecastaux and his 
frigates, ‘‘Recherche’’ and ‘‘Esper- 
ance.” 

The 2fr will depict Monseignor 
Douarre and the Noumea Cathe- 
dral; the 6fr will portray Dumont 
d’Urville and feature a map of New 
Caledonia, and the 13fr will picture 
Admiral Febvrier Despointes, with 
a view of the bay of Noumea. 
POLAND Varimex reports 
80gr. and 1.35zl. stamps honoring 
the Polish merchant navy (small 
and large ships), and 20gr. and 
2.35zl. stamps for the national day 
(July 22), picturing buildings. Both 
sets were released July 15. 
SPANISH COLONIES — Zoolog- 
ical subjects have been chosen for 
the 1953 Stamp Day issues, Guin- 
ea’s stamps will show two butter- 
flies; Ifni’s will depict a halibut 
and Sahara’s will feature a pair 
of fish.

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MOUNT RUSHMORE MEMORIAL 


In the beginning, Gutzon Borg- 
lum, famed American artist and 
sculptor, intended to produce only 
the head of GEORGE WASHING- 
TON, to be hewn out of the solid 
granite of the Black Hills of South 
Dakota. 
ice of hundreds of artisans to com- 
plete it, with power drills, all man- 
ner of pneumatic tools and rigging. 

But as the work progressed 
smoothly, and the State of South 
Dakota guaranteed payment of all 
bills, Borglum decided to add the 
heads of THOMAS JEFFERSON, 
THEODORE ROOSEVELT and AB- 
RAHAM LINCOLN—just why he 
selected Roosevelt to join this 
group of elder Presidents is not 
definitely known, except that he, 
personally, was a great admirer of 
our Teddy. 

To get some idea of the immen- 
sity of the sculpture, Washington’s 
face, from chin to forehead, is as 
high as a 6-story building, and a 
man could easily stand erect in the 
opening of Lincoln’s eye. Begun 
in 1927, the project was almost 
completed in 1941, when Borglum 
died—but his son carried on to fin- 
ish the work. 

From the air, the memorial is 
visible 60 miles away on a clear 
day—and it is estimated that na- 
ture’s erosion will take less than 
one-quarter inch in the next 1000 
years. Truly one of the greatest of 
man-made memorials, to vie with 
the Pyramids of the Pharaohs and 
the Sphinx in Egypt. 


John GUTZOM de la Mothe 
BORGLUM was born in Idaho in 
1871—died in 1941. Of Danish des- 
cent, he studied briefly in San 
Francisco, London and Paris, Re- 
turned to U. S. in 1902 and settled 
in New York. He began as a 
painter, but later turned to sculp- 
ture. Some of his better-known 
works are the heroic-sized bust of 
Lincoln in the rotunda of the Capi- 
tol in Washington—the new Gettys- 
burg Memorial for the battlefield 
—plus many statues afoot and on 
horseback.

ory of Christian martyrs, and until 
1872 a tall cross, devoutly kissed 
by pilgrims, commemorated their 
deaths. All around the arena stood 
small chapels, or stations, used in 
the procession of the Way of the 
Cross. 

This Flavian Amphitheater was 
reputed to have been covered with 
marble, which was removed for 
new construction and burned to 
nake lime. 

The Dome of St. Peter’s is the 
work of Michaelangelo who re- 
marked to those who com 

this drawing of the dome with the 
dome of the Cathedral of Florence, 
“Larger, but not more beautiful’’. 
To the top of the cross it is 435 
feet high, and the bronze ball is 
eight feet in diameter and can hold 
16 people. 

Michaelangelo completed the 
drum for the dome and left be- 
hind him drawings and models for 
the completion of the work to the 
lantern. Its construction is based 
on the ideas of Bruneleshi who 
150 years before in the construc- 
tion of the dome of the Florence 
Cathedral demonstrated its techni- 
cal possibility. The dome of Mich- 
aelangelo remains the unsurpassed 
model. 


Lorenzo de Medici 


Lorenzo I (Lorenzo di Pietro) 
was eminent as a statesman schol- 
ar, diplomat, financier, poet and 
patron of arts. Florence owes 
much to this man who without 
assuming any official title was the 
ruler in effect of the city. He re- 
stored the prestige and financial 
power of the Medicis. 

The Pazzi plot to murder him 
and his brother Giuliano at high

mass on Easter of 1478 in the

Cathredral of Florence resulted in 
the death of Giuliano but Lorenzo 
escaped through the sacristy. 

The Pazzi thought by this act to 
restore the Republic of Florence, 
but the people rallied to Lorenzo 
and it strengthened his position. 
This plot, begun in blood and 
smothered in blood, caused the op- 
position of Sixtus IV and Ferdinand 
I of Naples to Lorenzo. 





Despite this Florence became 
the balance of power in Italy in 
politics, aided by its financial pow- 
er and central location. Lorenzo 
took full advantage of this. 

Ii Magnifico is variously as- 
signed to his position as prince of 
Florence to his magnificent out- 
look, behavior and mode of life. 
However he is reputed to have 
been an immoral man. He has been 
called the ideal humanist, but his 
poetry shows the worst of the pa- 
gan side of the Renaissance as 
well as some of the good of the 
Christian side. As a patron of arts 
he employed at his court such 
men as Pico della Mirandola and 
Bembo, humanists; poets Pulci 
and Poliziano; artist to the talent 
of Verrocchio, Filippino, Lippi, Bo- 
ticelli and Michaelangelo. 

Plain of face, with an undershot 
jaw and rasping voice, he could 
be charming and persuasive. He 
married Clarice Orsini, a Roman, 
and had three sons, Piezo, Giovan- 
ni and Giuliano. Giovanni became 
a Cardinal and later Pope Leo X. 

Lorenzo died in 1492.

Andrea Palladio 


The stamp was issued to com- 
memorate the beginning of the re- 
storation of the Palladian Basilica 
in Vicenza, which was greatly 
damaged during the recent war. 
It “is not to commemorate the 
400th anniversary of Palladio’s 
death, for he died 1580, but as 
stated above, 400th anniversary of 
its beginning and noting its restora- 
tion. 








Andrea Palladio, born in Vicenza 
1518 or 1528, buil: some of the 
most beautiful churches in Vicen- 
za and Venice. His four volume 
work on architecture carried his 
fame abroad and in the 17th cen- 
tury influenced the English archi- 
tects. 


Christopher Wrer and the Georg- 
ian School are based on Italian 
Principles and are called the Pal- 
ladian School. Charles Bulfinch 
was also a follower of Palladio. 


Most of his work was the cover- 

ing of old stone buildings with stuc- 
co and most of them are now 
dilapidated. Paul III called him to 
Rome to consult on the state of 
St. Peters. Some of his buildings 
are the Loggia del Capitano in 
Piazza dei Signori; Palazzo Chi- 
ercati;, Palazzo Festa; a palace 
now used by the Banco Populare. 
His Olympic Theater was the first 
covered theater with a permanent 
background on the stage, represent- 
ing a Greek street scene in per- 
fect perspective. In the outskirts 
of Vicenza is the Villa Rotunda, 
model of English country homes. 
He died at Vicenza 1580. 
Pictured on the stamp is the 
Basilica Palladiana or Palazzo del- 
la Ragione in the Piazza dei Sig- 
nori, Vicenza, considered the cul- 
minating point of pure renaissance 
architecture. It has grand colon- 
ades in two stories, the lower 
Doric, the upper Ionic, and cov- 
ers a previous building of 1193 
(the town hall). The colonades 
were started in 1549 and not fin- 
ished until 1614. 


1949 Levant Bari Fair 


The Levant Bari Fair is the sec- 
ond biggest show now held in 


taly and now officially publicized 
on Italian stamps. First opened in 
1920 at Bari, the port city of south- 
east Italy on the Adriatic, it was 





held yearly until 1940 when the war 
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It is an industrial eommercial 
exposition, which takes place im 
these Fair Grounds, just outs 
the city. Most of the eastern Medi- 
terranean nations as well as many 
countries of Europe have pavilions, 
Apulia and all Htaly take advan 
tage of the opportunity to boost 
local products, and find new mas 
kets for them. 

The Tartan or schooner symbol 
ized the port city of Bari as the 
connecting link between Europe 
and the Middle East. Pictured is 
also one of the Fair buildings. De- 
signed by Lazzarini, and distri- 
buted in panes of 50 (5 x 10). 


Invention of the Voltaic Pile 


Continuing the work of Galvani, 
Volta formed his pile of large num- 
bers of copper, zinc and moist 
paper discs arranged in this order: 
Copper, Zinc, Moist Paper; Cop- 
per, Zinc, Moist Paper: etc. Volta 
found that if the bottom and top 
dises were touched, one with each 
hand, a distinct shock was felt, 
not unlike the Leyden Jar, but that 
the sensation continued as long as 
the pile was touched. , 

The left end (Copper, Zinc, Moist 
Paper) was the positive and the, 
right end (Copper, Zinc, Moist 
Paper) was the negative. It was 
found that if the moist paper discs 
were moistened with dilute acids 
or salt solutions, the electrical ef- 
fects were intensified. He published 
his paper on this in 1800. 


Allesandro Volta ’ 


Allesandro Volta, physicist, was 
born at Como, February 8, 1745. 
He pioneered in electrical science. 
The Volt is named after him. Pro- 
fessor of physics at Como in 1774 
and at Pavia, 1779. Traveled 1777 
and 1783 in Europe and met and 
consulted with other physicists. 
Worked for Napoleon I, 1801. 





He was a senator of the Kingdom 
of Lombardy. In 1815 the Emperor 
of Austria made him director of 
the Philosophical Faculty at Pa 
dua. Died March 5, 1827. 

The Italian stamps are printed 
on the ordinary paper postmarked 
winged wheel customarily used 
for photogravure stamps, but those 
for Trieste are printed on the pa- 

er with the large winged wheel 
used for engraved stamps only. 

Evidently in rushing these 
stamps for opening of the World 
Congress of Physics at Como, the 
Poligr: -hic at Rome ran short of 
the Photogravure paper and 
printed those to be used at Trieste 
on “paper for engraved stamps”. 
No Italian stamp (i.e. without the 
overprint) has been found with this 
large winged wheel watermark. 

Trinity Bridge 

Holy Trinity Bridge, Florence, 
was built in 1296 and carried away 
more than once by the current 
and floods of the Arno River. Kk 
was rebuilt by Ammannati 1559-70, 
The statues of the Four Seasons 
were added in 1608.
